Thcf meeting of (he Hoard (jf Di­ 

rectors of the Chambnr of Com­ 
merce last Tuesday was given over 
almost entirely to the discussion of 
the question of moving the head­ 
quarters of the chamber to a lo­ 
cation where more of the traveling 
public will pass the door, the 
unanimous opinion being that the 
object of the chamber in to roach 
the stranger or transient and ac­ 
quaint him with the advantages 
of our own city as a place tr> live. 
Invest his money, and engage in 
business, and to let the stranger 
know we are proud of our city. 
Call it civic pride, or local patriot­ 
ism or by whatever name you will, 
It is such a spirit that causes others 
to join u.s

After consideration of an offer 
of Chas. Vonderahe to allow the 
chamber to occupy space in his 
real estate office, it was decided 
that the chamber should not be 
in the same office with any pri­ 
vate business concern, and a vote 
of thanks and appreciation was 
extended Mr. Vonderahe for his 
generous offer.

The chamber could obtain a 
room in ilie Brooks building for 
$75 per month or one in the Von- 
durahe buildini; for $.~>0 or on? in 
the Rappaport building for $!>0, 
with n.i other business in the same 
room.

Mr. Harwood suggested that $(>0<1 
a year paid for rent would moro 
than pay imprest on all the money 
invested in its own building and 
In a few years pay off the priiicr 
pal. He further suggested that 
if the triangular lot directly across 
the street from the Aunitorium 
could be obtained a very unique 
and attractive little building could 
b? erected and used as a public 
rest room or waiting room, a cen­ 
tral location where strangers 
could meet their friends with a 
representative of the chamber 
present to see that all requests 
for information are properly taken 
care of.

The lot in question is 104x71x 
C6 feet and the available building 
space is 65x50x44 feet, or an area 
of 1100 feet, which would leave 
a distance of twelve feet between 
the curb and the building line on 
Cabrlllo, and seven feet on the 
other two sides.

The suggestion -was received 
with enthusiasm as it was con­ 
ceded that practically every per­ 
son going through Torrance must 
pass the property and could not 
fail to favorably observe snch a 
building as that suggested, which, 
with -the memorial flag pole tow­ 
ering overhead, would leave no 
doubt as to the national as well 
as local patriotism of the people 
of this city. There was a senti­ 
ment expressed by nil present that 
the lot. should never be used for 
private or business purposes and 
that If acquired, sncn a restriction 
should be made in the papers af­ 
fecting title to the lot.

It was also pointed out lhat the 
parking facilities we.re greater than 
at any other lot in the city as 
the three sides of the lot would 
give a total parking space of about 
225 feet which could be reserved 
for the "Stranger within our 
gates" who may" call at the build­ 
ing.

The secretary was authorized by 
a vote of twelve to one, Mr. Klus- 
man voting no, to ascertain wheth­ 
er the lot in question could be ob­ 
tained. It was thought that al­ 
though the lot Is In reality a part 
of the street dedicated to the pub­ 
lic, that the use for the purposes 
outlined won ft be welcomed and 
appreciated by the public as well 
as the owners of the land.

The first oil derrick to be built 

In the Keystone district is now up 
and will be ready to spud iu Sun­ 
day, June 3.

The derrick was built by the 
Keystone Oil Syndicate, a company 
controlling a twenty-eight acre 
community lease in this district.

The well is located on the G. C. 
Wharton lease. Tract 2982. four 
miles east of the Chanslor-Canfleld 
Midway well on the E. Kettler 
lease.

The Keystone Oil Syndicate is 
composed of well known business 
men who intend to put down 1 sev­ 
eral more wells in the near future. ]

Further leasing and Uuyiiig of 
properties is now in full swing and 
Keystone, the little city with a fu­ 
ture, is experiencing Its long- 
walted-for boom.

Big Production and 
High Gravity Believed 
Hidden In Deep Sand

First Steel Derrick Up ou Torrance
Community No. 4; Will Be Made

Deep Test Well
Flowing between a thousand *(W<dv£welve hundred barrels, 

Torrance No. 4 on the Clianslor-Canfield Midway lease, was 
brought in Monday afternoon. At the present time it is the 
best producer on the big lease. It was completed at 3608 feet. 
The initial test of tlfe oil showed it to be twenty-five and nine- 
tenths gravity,* giving promise of going two or three points

"Sidetracking" Job Proves Successful
After Weeks of Faithful Work to

Pass Drill Stem
After six weeks of heart-breaking work, the drillers of the 

Peteraou-Barker Syndicate's wildcat well at 213th street anil 
Western avenue, Monday reported that thoy had succeeded in 
getting hy the drill stein and collar twisted off in the hole at 
2500 feet. The side-tracking job was one of the most difficult 
ever undertaken! in the Held. The well yesterday was down 
about L'700 feet.

lOvery oil company in Southern California is watching the 
1'eterson-Marker well and if it hits production new leasm;.1: ac­ 
tivities will start on the east side of Torrance. The logs of 
the well are checking up closely with the logs of the wells on 
the west side. C. L. McKarland, owner of the land on which 
the well Is being drilled, said yesterday that lie was confident 
that the well would be a producer, lie liellcviv that u will 
make at least 1000 barrels from the lirsl sand.

Torrance No. 4 lies between No. 

3 and No. 5, both good wells. The 
latter, however, has not lived up 
to expectations and is now making 
only about 250 barrels. No. 5 off­ 
sets the Hub's Smith No. 1, now 
being deepened, and it looks very 
much as though Torrance No. 5 
should have been drilled one or 
two hundred feet deeper. It was 
put down to 3614 feet. The gravity 
of the oil is around twenty-seven. 
Torrance No. 3, which has been on 
production for several months 
hovers around 500 barrels. The 
gravity is a little better than 
twenty-eight. Because of the 
steady improvement that has been 
shown in all the wells as they 
have come east, it was confidently 
believed that Torrance No. & would 
bei far better than the others. Four 
unsuccessful cement jobs in Tor­ 
rance No. 4 delayed its porduction 
several weeks.

The Chanslor-Canlield Midway 
Oil Company has two more wells 
on the same lease that are about to 
be cemented off in the oil sand. 
One of the wells, Torrance No. 6, 
offsetting the Hub's Frier No. 1 

the north side of 216th street, 
is down about 3100 feet and Tor­ 
rance No. 7, on the south side of 
Carson street aiid two locations 
east of Torrance No. 5, is just be­ 
low the 3200 foot level.

The crew on the Hub's Smith No. 
1"Tg-TrttH liahillK..for the drill stem 
twisted off in the Ii'dfe" two' -weeks 
ago while deepening the well. This 
well Is being watched closely be­ 
cause it is believed that by Koing 
down to 37001. or 3800 feet the 
drillers will get u production of 
1200 or 1500 barrels a day of 
high gravity oil. The Hub's Frier 
No. 1 Is still standing idle waiting 
for machinery. Rotary equipment 
is' now being installed in Hie first 
well on the Hub's Vista Highland 
lease on the north side of Carson 
si reel, which must tic spuddi'd In 
by June l(i, but as yet no ma­ 
chinery lias been put in the rig 
offsetting the Standard's Torrauce 
Community No. 3. It is lir'leved 
thai the results obtained l>y the 
deepening of Smith No 1 will gov­ 
ern the drilling in the other '.veils. 
This, no doubt, accounts for the 
fact that the officials of the com­ 
pany are waiting until Lhv deepen­ 
ing operations are completed be­ 
fore finishing Frier No. 1.

The !ir<l Me.el derrick ill the Held 
is lielng completed on the location 
for Torrance Community No I on 
the thirty-acre lease of. the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company on the west edge 
of Torrance. This well is on the 
northeast corner nf the Iciis" and 
will be made a deep lest well.

The Standard Oil experts :<ro de­ 
termined now to nlvy tin: oil uiidH 
of Torrance a thorough le-,i and 
If there Is a deeper Band, cariylngl

big production and high gravity 
oil, they are going to find it. The 
results of this well may govern 
the future drilling of the field to 
the east.

The Shell Oil Company's deep 
test well on the north side of the 
highway, about midway between 
the west edge of Torrance and the 
oil wells on the outskirts of Re- 
dondo, is down 4500. This well 
will have an important bearing on 
the future drilling in the field 
also, hut it is not believed that a 
failure to hit a deeper sand would 
halt the operations on the Stand­ 
ard Oil. Very little information is 
being given out by the Shell Oil 
Company, and it would not be sur­ 
prising that the first the public 
will know of the results from the 
deep drilling will be when the well 
blows in. on the drillers.

With most of the machinery in­ 
stalled in the three wells east of 
Cedar street, it begins to look as 
though the wells would be spudded 

within the next week. Work is 
being rushed on both the Chans- 
lor-Canfleld' Midway's Torrance No. 
10 on the southeast corner of Ce­ 
dar and Carson and on W. M. 
Keek's first well in the field, which 
offsets Torrance No. 10 on the 
north side of Carson street. Yes­ 
terday the. installation of ma- 
hinery In Trlmble & Rhea's well 
n two lots in Block Fifty-five was 

about completed. All three of these 
ivells will play an important part 
in the future drilling In the field.

TORRANCE NO. ONE SETS RECORD
Goes Up to Four Hundred Barrels Second Day 

on Production
Setting a production record for a pumping well, the Shell 

Oil Company this week completed Torrance. No. I on its lease 
about midway between Torrance and Uedondo. The well is 
a quarter of a mile north of the Torrance-Kedondo road and 
offsets the Fullerton Oil Company Lens No. 1.

The first day on production the well "made 3f>0 barrels and 
the second day went up to 400 barrels. Within the next thirty 
days it is expected to settle down to about 175 barrels. The 
biggest wolls in this locality, all of which are on the pump, 
only made about ^75 barrels when first put on production. 
The gravity of Torrance No. 1 i« about seventeen.
